he Lipscomb University Theater always uses the time-honored 
{uve of Homecoming to make their debut of the academic 

year. This year’s thespian display was Thornton Wilder’s classic, Our 
Town. This play tells the story of Emily Webb (Anna Huber) and her 
development into a young woman as she falls in love with George Gibbs 
(Phillip Rickenbaker), the boy next door. The story, set in Grover’s Corners, 
New Hampshire, in 1901, is one of subtle humor and sorrow. It is an endear- 
ing, compassionate glimpse of the time before innocence was lost. For 
decades it has remained a landmark of theatrical craftmanship and a loving 
picture of American life. Other notable roles included Stpehen Wood and 
Linda Mohon as Dr. and Mrs. Gibbs; Kacy Maxwell and Kari Himelrick as 
Mr. and Mrs. Webb; and Jessica Jones as the Stage Manager. 

Ms. Deb Holloway, an English teacher at Lipscomb, directed the 
play, and it gave the campus a wonderful chance to focus on the arts in the 
midst of a sports-centered weekend.

iving in Vienna was a life-changing experience for the Lipscomb in 

Vienna group. However, the students spent much of their time in 

travel. The entire group spent its second weekend in Prague of the 
Czech Republic, where they could shop for Bavarian crystal, visit the home 
of Frank Kafka, or see the Jewish quarter. In October students traveled to 
Italy on a ten-day excursion, visiting Rome, the Vatican City, Florence, 
Sienna, and Pisa. 

At the end of their stay in Europe, the group took a trip to London, 
England, for a week before returning home.

he thirty-two students, along with professors and their 

families, arrived in Vienna, Austria, on a rainy day. Few

n Feburary 17-19, student directors Rachel Holman, Marcus Cathey, and Jackson Doyle presented 
@) three one-act plays to the student population. Though storming outside, the energy inside Arena 

Theatre was high as the actors made their last minute preparations and the crowds looked for empty 
seats. Many of them first-time actors, these thespians obviously put many hours of hard work into their 
performances. Holman’s choice was The Pot Boiler by Alice Gersenburg, a comical depiction of the 
process of putting on a play. New to the Lipscomb Univeristy staff, James Brown played the demanding 
director Thomas Pinkleston Sud in a great over-dramatic form, dominating over his study, Mrs. Wouldby 
(Summer O’Neal). The facial expressions of Miss Ivory (Linda Mohon), were enough to make the play 
worth seeing, and the chemistry betwen villains Mr. Inkwell (Kyle Boyce) and Miss Pence (April Hayuhay) 
was remarkable. Completing the cast were Mr. Ivory (Adam Carlson) and Pat Rooley (James 
McClanahan), who displayed his diversity by rapidly switching accents from one of the Deep South to one 
of Britain. Each character within a character had dynamic personality without stealing the thunder from 
anyone else, and the audience responded accordingly with light-hearted laughter. 

Cathey made his directing debut in Six Who Pass While the Lentils Boil by Stuart Walker. A story- 
book tale of a run-away queen (Christi Stuart) chased by the dreadful Headsman (Brandon Hirsch), Cathey 
improved the story by adding a new character, the silent and mystical butterfly, played by Lauren 
Schroeder. Daniel Everson performed as a boy who saved the queen by diverting those looking for her and 
not succumbing to the temptation of the reward for her return. Steven Wood displayed his singing ability 
by playing a minstrel, while Anna Huber played a young milkmaid, Jesse Fraiser a blind man, and Shannon 
Aycock a mime.

mately 800 students, David Lipscomb College became famous with 

the addition of McQuiddy Gymnasium in 1949. An ambitious project 
that cost $350,000, the new gymnasium could seat 3,500. McQuiddy gym 
was boasted to be the largest gym between New Orleans and Cincinnati. 

In addition to the basketball court, the new gym was also equipped with 
two swimming pools: one for men and one for women. There were also 
areas provided for physical education classes, and a future bowling alley was 
planned. 

In its first year of existence, McQuiddy Gym was home only to the men’s 
basketball and baseball teams. However, as of 2000, Lipscomb has 13 
intercolegiate teams. In addtion to sports, McQuiddy has also seen its share 
of spirit leaders, such as the Peppettes and the Bisonettes. The Peppettes 
were formed in the 1930’s to provide spirit and entertainment during games. 
In 1943, the Peppettes helped to raise spirits and morale during World War 
II. Although the Peppettes disbanded in the mid 1950’s, another group 
named the Bisonettes soon took their place. Starting in 1956, the Bisonettes 
kept the tradition of spirit in McQuiddy until 1973. 

Through the years, McQuiddy has been used for a variety of purposes. 

In addition to basketball games, the gym has held many assemblies and 
rallies. The Gymnastics Federation National Championships were held there 
in 1965. From chapel, homecoming, graduation, and student registration, 
McQuiddy has seen it all. Various speakers in McQuiddy have included 
country singer Marty Roe from Diamond Rio, Senator Fred Thompson, and 
even former U.S. President Gerald Ford. 

McQuiddy gymnasium has been a significant part of Lipscomb Univer- 
sity. Although the building will be reconstructed into the new arena, memo- 
ries of McQuiddy gym will continue.

elevated Lipscomb athletics to a national prominence, died February 
18, 2000, from complications related to Prakinson’s disease. He was 
64.

Dugan had been in declining health in recent years. He retired 
from Lipscomb in 1996 after 37 years as head baseball coach because he 
believed his health would not allow him to coach effectively. 

Dugan’s last public appearance at Lipscomb was in December of 
1999, when he paid tribute to the coach’s sucessor as athletic diector, 
Jonathan Seamon, who left Lipscomb in January to enter ministry full 
time. 

Colleagues remembered Dugan as an intense competitor who 
was also an innovator, an excellent teacher, a loyal friend, and a “great 
Christian man.”

“J don’t know of anyone who has cast a longer shadow at 
Lipscomb than Ken Dugan. For years, Ken Dugan was Lipscomb 
Athletics. In taking the baseball program to heights unimagined before 
he became coach, he set a standard of excellence that all of our athletic 
programs strive to reach and maintain even today, “ said Lipscomb 
President Steve Flatt. 

“Beyond athletics, Coach Dugan was a great Christian man who 
embodied the ideals of Christian education at Lipscomb,” Flatt said. 
“To Diana, Christi, Mike, and Kurt, all of us extend our deepest sympa- 
thy. He will be deeply missed by everyone associated with Lipscomb.” 

Carl McKelvey, executive vice president for administration at 
Lipsomb, said Dugan put the university “on the map” in athletics. 

“During a time when we were relatively unknown, he took 
Lipscomb to the national tournaments and won two of them. People 
began to sit up and take notice of Lipscomb University. He had oppor- 
tunities to go to larger schools, Division I schools, but he felt called to 
build a program here.” 

Dugan's successor as coach, Mel Brown, said Dugan’s innova- 
tions and writing caused other schools to emphasize their baseball 
programs or risk being non-competitive. 

“We are rOsinig not only a Lipscomb baseball icon, but a waits 
giate baseball icon,” said Brown. “He impacted the game from his first 
season to his last.”

A native of Hunstville, Alabama, Dugan played for the Bisons 
from 1954-57. Gifted with the rare combination of speed and power, 
the outfielder set records for stolen bases, runs batted in, batting 
average and slugging percentage. His .456 batting average and .824 
slugging percentage, set in 1956, remain records today for Bison 
teams, which played more than 20 games per season. 

Dugan gained his first head coaching experience when chosen 
to head a team fielded by the 3rd Infantry Division, to which he was 
drafted shortly after graduating from Lipscomb. 

Dugan was given a one-year conract to coach the Lipscomb 
team after leaving the service in 1960, and stayed for 37 years, 
winning NAIA National Championships in 1977 and 1979. 

During his career, Dugan’s teams posted a 1,137-460 record, 
winning five Area 5 Championships and 15 district championships, 
including a string of nine consecutive district championships from 
1971 through 1979. He also wrote four books on coaching baseball. 

Dugan was an assistant coach on the American baseball teams 
at the World Games and the 1975 Pan-Am Games, and helped estab- 
lish the sport in Europe by coaching the Belgian National baseball 
team for three summers. 

Dugan was inducted into the halls of fame of the National 
Association of Intercollegiate Athletics, Lipscomb University, Na- 
tional Association of Baseball Coaches, Tennessee Sports, and North 
Alabama Sports.

Around Campus, Dr. Goode is better known 
as Sachem. This is a Native American term that 
the Puritans learned while trying to convert the 
aboriginals to Christianity. It basically means the 
village’s facilitator; or it can be likened to a chief 
without the domineering connotation. Many 
students look to Goode for this type of guidance. 

Since the fall of 1989, Dr. Richard Goode 
has taught in the history department at Lipscomb. 
History has not always been his focus, however. 
Originally, he was a pre-dental major. He also 
looked into becoming a preacher before he chose 
his present study. While Goode was still in gradu- 
ate school at Vanderbilt, Dr. Hooper asked him to 
teach Early Western Civilzation as an evening 
course. When this first endeavor went well, Dr, 
Goode was asked to return in the spring of 1990 to 
fill in for other classes. 

Goode’s approach to teaching is rather 
unusual. He says, “I don’t feel like a teacher. 'm 
looking for an environment where we all learn 
together.” 

While on sabbatical this semester, Goode 
has been working on a book concerning a move- 
ment called Exodus Muhit, which was formed in 
the 1960’s. With the goal of converting the city of 
New York and eventually the world, it ultimately 
failed in its attempts. Today there are about fifty 
members remaining. 

Though he is busy with this project, Dr. 
Goode taught a one-hour history course this spring 
over the life and teachings of Charles de Foucauld, 
a French monk who lived in the desert of Algeria. 
Focused on questions concerning the definition of 
Christianity, conversion, and the call of one’s way 
of life, this course allowed open discussion to flow 
among the students. Goode participated with 
them, offering his own insights, and demonstarting 
why so many students look to him for guidance.

Following the success of 1999’s International Square Fair, the 
Multicultural Association experienced not only numerical growth but 
expanded its activites to include Friendship Dinners and a Martin Luther 
King Day candlelighting and commemorative walk. 

The administrative committee, made up mostly of freshmen and 
new members and sponsored by Dr. Tom Seals, sought to implement 
more student-led activities and establish on-campus focus groups to deal 
with the concerns and needs of minority students.

Kaia Jergenson rallies through enormous illness with the support of 
family and friends... 


aia Jergenson, 18, is a freshman at Lipscomb University. 
--contributed by G. David England k She has already been an impact player on Lipscomb’s 

Lady Bison basketball team, where she has been the 
second-leading scorer and rebounder. She is a premedical 
major from Gallatin, Tennessee. 

On the night of January 3, 2000, Kaia began suffering 
| from flu-like symptoms. By the next morning, her teammates 
realized she was in extreme distress and called Kaia’s mother, 
as well as campus health personnel and emergency medical 
personnel. She was transported to Nashville’s St. Thomas 
Hospital, where she was diagnosed with a severe case of 
meningiococcal meningitis. 

Meningiococcal meningitis is a bacterial form of the 
disease which normally affects the brain and spinal column. 
In Kaia’s case, it attacked her blood, resulting in a loss of 
circulation to her extremities and severe tissue damage. On 
January 19, 2000, doctors were forced to amputate both legs 
below the knee in an effort to save her life. On February 9, 
the family released this statement: 

“Our daughter Kaia Jergenson has shown remarkable 
progress during the past two weeks. Kaia is fully conscious 
and aware of her surroundings and no longer requires life 
support. Her condition has been upgraded from critical to fair 
and she is now in the special care unit. At this time, there is 
no apparent brain damage and doctors will continue to evalu- 
ate her condition . . . Kaia’s road to recovery will be a long 
and difficult one. We are grateful for the lifesaving efforts of 
the doctors, nurses, and others at the Saint Thomas Hospital 
and for the outpouring of love, prayers and gifts bestowed on 
our family by the community. Thank you for all your loving 
concern and help in this time of our greatest need.” 

Most of this time, Kaia didn’t know what was happen- 
ing or how critically ill she was. She had been sedated shortly 
after arriving at the hospital, and reamined sedated for well 
over a month. But all along, her illness was serving as a 
rallying cry for the people of God ... in Tennessee .... even the 
nation.

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Students at Lipscomb began a 24-hour prayer chain 
which remained in effect until the end of spring semester. 
Thousands upon thousands of Christians throughout the 
country heard of her plight through almost daily stories in the 
Nashville media, and wire stories that have run in more than 
80 newspapers in nearly 30 states. Everywhere, people have 
engaged the Lord on her behalf. While we wish she had 
never gotten sick, her illness has caused us to reflect on our 
own weakness and rely on the strength of the Lord. 

By the power of God, Kaia has survived this devastat- 
ing illness. She is in Chicago, Illinois, at the Rehabilitation 
institute of Chicago, where she is learning to walk on her 
prosthetic legs and even bouncing a basketball a bit. She 
plans to be back in school this fall at Lipscomb. 

One of the things that we’ ve come to understand about 
Kaia and her family is the reliance upon God and indomitable 
spirit that has driven her to success in sports. The example 
and inspiration that she has been to each of us is one that we 
will never forget.
